Bolshevist Power Is Enemy of Entente, French Ambassador to Rus- | 
sia Tells Supreme Council of Peace Conference — Until It Is Object to League of Nations 
Overcome Europe Will Be Exposed to Risk of War— Gala 
Luncheon Is Held in Honor of U.8, President at Famous Luxem-

PARIS, Jan. 0.—(By A.P.)—The two notable events of the day 


were a meeting of the Supreme Council to consider the Russian sit- 


uation and the gala luncheon to 
Palace. 


The luncheon, besides bringing together a brilliant assembly, 
also brought out the declaration from President Wilson that the peril 
of Bolshevism, if it continues, will be a peril of the world, and not 
only France must organize against the peril, but the world must 


organize against it. 


The meeting of the supreme coun- 
cil was attended by President Wilson, 
Secretary Lansing and representatives 
of the other great powers. An hour 
was given over to hearing M. Noulens, 
the French ambassador, who has 
just returned from Russia, where he 
personally witnessed the various 
changes which have been taking place 
in the government conditions there. 
What he told the counc!! was not dis- 
closed, but a statement from M. Nou- 
lens sums up his views thus: 

“The Bolshevist power is the enemy 
of the entente. It is responsible for 
the Russian defection from the en- 
iente. It furnished Germeny with 
food durire the war. It protested 
against the terms of the German ar- 
mistice. These acts show an uncom- 
promising attitude of hostility against 
the entente. 

Fall of Regime Essential 


“Tyranny and terror, which are 
occurring daily, should place the 
bloody chief at Moscow and Petro- 


grad outside the pale of humanity. No 
peaceful action could deal with such 
a regime, which constitutes today the 
most serious obstacle to a general 
peace, Until the fall of the regime, 
which I hope tm see the Allies active- 
ly undertake, Europe will qontinue to 
be exposed to the severest risks of agi- 
tation and war.” 

M. Noulens will be followed tomor- 
row by the Danish minister, H. Scha- 
venius, along the same lines. 

Imncheon Elaborate Affair 

The luncheon to President Wilson 
was one of the most elaborate func- 
tions held thus far, with 300 guests 
at the table, including two presidents 
dnd many premiers and public lead- 
ers, in the sumptuous settings of one 
of the finest old world palaces. The 
throne room of the Bourbon’ kings 
was used for the first time since a 
hundred years ago, 
banqueted his generals returning from 
battle. 

President Wilson's speech was 
warmly applauded, and as he closed 
the band of the Republican Guards 
took up the Inspiring strains of the 
“Marselllaise,” with the voice of a 
tenor from the opera joining in the 
strain. 

The guests then withdrew for coffee 
tn the salon Victor Hugo, where two 
brillant groups formed, one with 
Marshal Foch in the centre and the 
other with President Wilson in the 
centre and the premiers and delegates 


crowded around.

ALBERT ARNOLD 
ACQUITTED OF 
MURDER CHARGE 


Jury Finds He Shot Tip Blane in 
i Self-Defence — Judge’s 
Comments 


CALGARY, Jan. 20—Albert Arn- 
old, an ex-lieutenant of the German 
army, and’ now a naturflized Cana- 
dian and a farmer living’ near Drum- 
heller, charged with the murder of 
Tip Blane, a farmer and a Victory 
Bond salesman of Drumheller, on the 
night of November 11; 1918, was ac- 
quitted today by the jury, the trial 
lasting only for the day, Not half 
the witnesses that were subpoenaed 
were called, 

Mr. Justice Stuart, on the request 
of A. A. McGillivray, interrupted the 
case and stated that enough evidence 
had been heard to prove that Arnold 
had been justified in his act. He 
thereupon charged the jury to this 
effect, pointing out that the men had 
already committed mm indictable of- 
fense by entering the house, and as 
Arnold had every reason to believe 


j that assailants meant to do him bodily 


justified in shooting 
to protect his own LIfe. He said: 
“The crown's evidence adduces that 
these men were rioters and were des- 
troying property. If anyone breaks 
into another's house, and that man be- 
Heves that that person means to in- 
jure him, he can use any force, even 
to shooting, to keep him out. There 
are #0 many circumstances in this 
case that are so obvious that I need 
not refer to them. There are many 
good things in this world that be- 
come very bad when they @re exag- 
geration. I refer to that of nation- 
ality. Self-respect and love of one's 
country are good things to have, but 
exaggerated self-respect may turn into 
egotism. These mén went out to 
Arnold's home, feeling very patriotic, 
but It is noticeable that they did their 
fighting in Drumheller and not in 
France.” 

The jury after conferring less than 
a minute returned a verdict of “not 
guilty,” and Arnold was pronounced 
a free man,

board. 

His duties will be to assist and ad- 
vise the Minister of the Interior and 
the board tn the administration of the 
Soldiers’ Settlement Act, and particu- 
larly in the negotiations and comple- 
tlon of arrangements between the Do- 
minion and the provinces for the se- 
curing or putting to use, In the Inter- 
ests of those who have served in the 
war, any valuable or suitable provin- 
cial crown lands or privately owned 
lands. 

Mr. O'Conmor fe called upon to aid 
in bringing about ,as far as possible, 
co-ordination of Dominion and pro- 
vincial efforts toward the settlement 
of returned soldiers upon the land. 

Mr. O'Connor ts law secretary to 
the Minister of Justice and Solicitor 
General, and general returning officer 
for Canada. He was formerly cost of 
living commissioner, but resigned the 
position in the spring of 1918. He has 
about completed his work as general 
returning officer, but wil continue to 
perform his duties as law secretary to 
the Minister of Justice and Solicitor- 
General.

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The convention of the United 
Farmers opens in this city today; 
also the convention of the United 
Farm Women. There is every in- 
dieation that the attendance at 
these related farm gatherings will 
be large and representative, and 
the discussions are likely to cover 
the whole ground of present day 
conditions. 

The United Farmers, with its 
complimentary association, the 
United Farm Women, is not a po- 
litieal organization, or one with a 
general objective. This organiza- 
tion grew out of a movement 
whose character was exclusively 
that of a business development, 
and whose object was to promote 
the particlar interests of one class 
in the community. As the name 
indicates, the United Farmers 
united in the first instance for the 
purpose of bettering themselves, 
not with any general idea of trans- 
forming the conditions prevailing 
among other classes of society. 

But it is an incidental and neces- 
sary result of the betterment of 
the farmer’s conditions that the 
conditions of other classes in the 
community are also bettered’ and 
jn working for the increase of 
prosperity and contentment among 
themselves the farmers are work- 
ing also for the benefit of every 
legitimate interest in the country. 

In Western Canada agriculture 
is not simply one of the great in- 
dustries—it is the one great indus- 
try upon which the whole struc- 
ture of civilized society rests. If 
there were no farmers in Western 
Canada there would be no cities, 
no manufacturing cone*rns and no 
mining or other productive inter- 
ests. All other industries and 
lines of businessecarried on in 
Western Canada are secondary to, 
and ultimately dependent upon, 
the business of farming for their 
existence.. 

At no time in the past has it 
been so readily and so clearly real- 
ized on the part of people living in 
the Western cities and towns that 
the welfare of the farmer is the 
foundation of the general pros- 
perity. When conditions were dif- 
ferent than they now are—when 
money was pouring into the West- 
ern cities for investment in town 
lots, the erection of buildings and 
the establishment of new business 
concerns—it was less obvious than 
at present that the city depended 
for its existence and for its per- 
manent prosperity upon the well- 
being and well-doing of the farm- 
ing community, 

With the stopping of this inflow 
of money into the cities from out- 
side there came a general read- 
justment of conditions and a 
change in the viewpoint and out- 
look of the residents of the cities. 
It became apparent then that the 
farmer was the man upon whose 
operations the city must depend 
for maintenance, and that in pro- 
portion as the farmer's operations 
were financially successful the} 
other interests in the community 
might hope to share prosperity. 

The course of events in the last 
four years has disappointed the 
hope that prosperity in the coun- 
try would immediately react in 
the restoration of prosperity in the 
cities. While the farmers in Al- 
berta have been more prosperous | 
than they ever were before, the 
residents of Alberta cities have | 
not experienced a corresponding 
betterment in their cireumstances. 
In a very large proportion of eases 
while the farmers have grown 
richer the people in the cities have 
grown poorer. 

That, however, does not affect 
the fact that without prosperity in 
the country it is useless to hope for 
ermanent prosperity in the cities. | 
For the adverse conditions experi- 
enced by residents of our cities 
during these years there were rea- 
gons not subject to the conditions

prevailing among the farmers. The 
reaction from the artificial pros- 
perity of the earlier period had to 
run its course in the towns and 
cities, and not even the phenomen- 
al prosperity enjoyed by the farm- 
ers was able to prevent that. What 
is to be clearly recognized is that 
had the farmers not been as pros- 
perous as they have been the con- 
ditions which have been and are 
prevailing in our cities and towns 


, would have been infinitely worse. 


With the return of peace we are 
confronted by a new set of cir- 
eumstances, in which the condi- 
tions which are to prevail will de- 
pend more than in recent years 
upon the spirit and foresight of 
our people. For four years the 
prevailing conditions have been 
shaped by forces beyond our con- 
trol. Those forces are now ceas- 
ing to operate with arbitrary pow- 
er, Restoration to peace time con- 
ditions must be undertaken, and 
upon the way the task is under- 
taken will depend largely what 
sort of world we are to live in, In 
this restorative process the Unit- 
ed Farmers may find the opportu- 
nity for shaping the course of 
events to a remarkable degree. 
This gives to the present conven- 
tion an interest and potency be- 
yond the ordinary. 

Edmonton has weleomed the 
conventions of the United Farmers 
and the Farm Women under other 
circumstances. The present wel- 
come will be particularly warm 
and general because of this real- 
ization, emphasized by experience, 
that the betterment of the condi- 
tions of the farming community 
does react in the betterment of the 
conditions of urban life, and that 
upon the development of agricul- 
ture in central and northern Al- 
berta rests the hope of a bigger 
and more solidly-based Edmonton 
in the days to come.

CANADA'S yearly pension bill is estimated by the Minister of Finance 


at $30,000,000. This is a minimum figure. 


How is this vast fund to 


be administered? To whom will pensions be paid? Everyone is asking 


these questions. 


The Organization 

A huge organization has been built up 
to handle pensions promptly, smoothly, 
fairly. 

At its head is the Board of Pensions 
Commissioners. This Board is to be de- 
veloped as a civil rather than as a military 
body. It consists of three men, each ap- 
pointed for ten years, each devoting his 
whole time to his duties as a Commissioner. 

The Head Office of the Pensions Board 
is at Ottawa; and there are seventeen 
branch offices in the principal centres 
throughout Canada. Anim nt branch 
is in operation in London, and. 

These local branches receive applications 
from soldiers’ dependents fer pensions; 
send “Visitors” to call on pensioners in 
their homes; hold medical re-examinations; 
handle complaints. 

The Board keeps a representative trav- 
elling? from coast to coast interviewing 

nsioners and addressing organizations 
interested in their welfare. He already 
conferred with more than 30,000 pen- 
sioners. 

At present 60,000 pensions are being 
administered by the Board. 


A Pension—What tt is 


A pension is not a gift, gratuity or re- 
ward for service done. It is compensation 
—money paid as a right by Canadians, 
through their Government, to offset in a 
measure the handicaps suffered in war by 
their fellow-citizens—a debt that the coun- 
try owes to our returned men, and to the 
dependents of those who have fallen. 

t is in this spirit that Orders-in-Council 
governing pensions are framed. It is in 
this spint that the Board of Pensions 
Commissioners administers these Orders- 
in-Council. 


To Whom Payable 
Pensions are not awarded for service. 
Broadly speaking, any soldier or sailor 
who was disabled during his service is 
entitled to a pension—provided medical 
treatment fails to restore his full normal 
capacity,

“During the past year our province

qualified medical men or nurses into! 
those districts. Work in a country 
practise, where distances ot be trav- 
elled are so great, is too hard, the pe-| 
cunlary benefits are too uncertain to 


appeal to any man who is nottendow- | 
ed with the missionary splrit of ser- 
vice The absence of hospitals, too, | 
where greater experience can be gain- | 
ed, militates against the settlement of | 
medical men in the rural districts. 

The same holds good with regard | 
to the graduate nurse, who would | 
quite naturally prefer to work In a 
town with modern conveniences 
around her, than in homesteaders’ 
shacks, in a new district, where she 
could expeét neither comforts nor | 
privacy. 

The Government, however, is res-| 
ponsible for the fact that people on 
the homesteads have been induced to |

vince by often highly-colored litera-

Looking backward over the year's 
work we are justified in feeling en- 
couragement.

The report of the secretary of the 
U. F. W. A. to the convention of 1919 
is as follows: — 

“Ladies—1I have much pleasyre in 
submitting gor your approval my first 
annual report as secretary of this or- 
ganization, 1998 has on the whole 


been successful year for the U.F.W.A. | 
Fifty-five new locals have been organ- | 
ived and there has been an increase | 


of 489 members. At the time of writ- 
ing this report there are still five or 
six locals from whom wé have not yet 
received dues, but who will I feel sure 
remit same prior to the convention. 
“Our present membership, as 
shown by the central office records is 
1393, in addition to which 139 women 


members of the U.F.A. have been re-| 


ported. A large proportion of the in- 
crease is undoubtedly due to the ef- 
forts of our directors.

Membership Drive 

“The membership drive which took 
place in June helped us to increase 
our members, and gave our organizers 
an opportunity to explain the aims 
and objects of our association to a 
great many women who had hitherto 
not understood very clearly the work 
we are trying to do. Tho drive was 
net as successful as it might have 
been, owing to the fact that arrange- 
Ments were very hurriedly made, and 
allowed very little time for advertis- 
ing and meetings. Also we were not 
able to get out into the country dis- 
tricts as we would have liked to have 
done. Our speakers also had to get 
ready at short notice, with very little 
idea of the territory they were to 
cover. Much credit is due to those 
who helped us at that time, some of 
whom were called on very unexpect- 
edly indeed, and must have inconven- 
fenced themselves very considerably 
rather than disappoint. 

“We have had a great many things 
to contend with during the past year 
which militated against our progress. 
First came the drought in the south- 
ern part of the province, then the 
early frost in the North, and last but 
not by any means least, the recent 
“Flu” epidemic, which I feel sure did 
more to hinder our progress than any- 
thing else, coming as it did just at the 
time of the year when our locals 
would have been settling down to their 
winter's work. 

“Some assistance was given us by 
the U.F.A. locals during the year, and 
had it not been for the epidemic they 
would undoubtedly have helped very 
considerably. I believe that an ap-

Inconvenience has been caused to

ing held on cars in the yards for an 
excessive length of time, owing to the 
lack of pens in which to place the 
stock. 

As a consequence of representations 
been made to the direct- 
ors of the Alberta stockyards, some 
relief has now been granted, and it 
is hoped to secure further improve- 
ments In conditions, Undoubtedly the 
shortage of feeds, owing to the drought 
and frost, has contributed to the in- 
creased run of livestock during the

The law now is that if a 
farmer turns his cattle out to run at)

association, The central office is al- 
ways glad to send to local secretaries 
on request a supply of the necessary 
application forms, and they would be 
well advised to keep a eupply on hand, 
The certificates are sent to our locals 
already signed by the central secre- 
tary, and only require to be signed 
by the local secretary. 

A very large number of méiscelan- 
eous matters affecting transportation 
have come to the attention of your 
central office during the year, Such 
as claims, requests for improved pas- 
senger, express and stock train #er- 
vice, assistance in securing stockyards, 
loading platforms, scale sites, etc.
